Women’s Day

A band composed of pots and pans, 
kazoos, a fiddie and a flute playing a pied 
piper’s tune not unlike the Maxwell 
House coffee commercial, strung people 
along to a rally in the quad yesterday in 
celebration of International Women’s 
Day. A sparsely scattered lunchtime 
crowd lounged in the sun to hear speakers 
from both the Women’s and Children’s 
Liberation 

The original sponsoring organization 
decided not to sponsor the event, so at 
the last minute, the sponsorship was 
taken over by the Society for 
Homosexual Freedom. As the announcer 
interjected, “I think we're their first 
event.” 

The first speaker was Sharon Leidy who 
spoke on “Sexism and Imperialism,” and 
called for a union of all oppressed people 

Robin Yemen, a local lawyer, spoke on 
“Women and the Law.” She explained 
that there are almost no women in law, 
not even as defendants. Because of this 
she declared, ‘‘I’m not sure it’s 
worthwhile fighting within the system . 

Welfare Rights advocate, Leslie Gatten 
Magdiel, who took her huSband’s surname 
as her middle name and maintained her 
maiden name eight years ago before the 


women's liberation movement had 
reached its zenith, spoke on “Women on 
Welfare.” 

She explained why the women 
welfare is doubly oppressed in a manner 
reminiscent of Orwell, “All women are 
equal, but some are more equal than 
others.” 

After she had the Chicano 
Guerrilla Theatre made its world premier 
to the now more densely people quad by 
presenting three skits on women’s 
liberation in the third world 

Kirsten Amundsen, formerly Kirsten 
Steinmo before she reclaimed her maiden 
name, spoke extemporaneously on 
“Women in Ceylon.” She has recently 
been to Ceylon and India to find out why 
two countries with such strong 
patriarchal cultures could elect women 4s 
their prime ministers. She spoke at some 
length on the image held by Americans of 
what is unfeminine - aggressiveness, 
competitiveness, and assertiveness It ts 
only these supposedly unfemmnine traits 
which could make a good political leader 

At some point in the speeches, little 
men and little women wearing buttons 
that declared both ‘Free Women” and

‘Pree Children’’ chattered and 
occasionally almost drowned out the 
speakers 


Next to speak was Patricia Oneperson 


to the Little Theatre to observe what it is 
we have been lacking. It was an 
interesting discovery. What this campus 
really lacks is not conservative speakers, 
but rather conservatives to listen to 
conservative speakers 

The approximately half-full Little 
Theatre, about 200 people, seemed to 
consist primarily of faculty members and 
others like myself who decided they 
owed it to themselves to hear the other 
side for a change. Although the audience 


kindly welcomed Kirk, the response to 
him was not overly enthusiastic. But 
then, Kirk did not reveal any startling 


insights into the nature of mankind, 
reserving his time instead to a brief look 
at the nature of conservative-kind 

Kirk repeatedly emphasized that, 
contrary to much popular discussion, the 


conservative is not against change. He 
strives rather “to bring order to this 
change; to slow and channel it into 


oeneficial courses.” 

“In our age,” Kirk added, “there is no 
danger of too little change.” How that 
change is initiated, however is the crucial 
dividing point for conservatives. The 
conservative, Kirk continued, quoting 
Lincoln, has a preference for change 
through the old and tried methods, rather 
than new, untried methods. Summarizing 
this concept, Kirk added, “We would be 
foolish to throw away experience for a 
non-existent Utopia.” 

The concept of Utopia, as used by Kirk, 
presented a point of reference for 
differentiating between the good guys 
and the bad guys (my wording). The 
conservatives, according to Kirk, 
subscribe to Edmund Burke's “moral 
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‘We must retrace our steps... 








imagination” —that which informs us of 
moral dicta; that teaches us prudence.” 
The conservative imagination does not 
subscribe to the existence of a Utopia. 


The opposite is the idyllic imagination 
ef contemporary liberalism, that man is 
simple and good; that he is held down by 
institutions preventing him from being a 
happy and beneficent being 

In contrast to these, Kirk added a third 
category into which the new left, etc., 
might fall: the (dum-de-dum-<dum) 
diabolic imagination. This category, Kirk 
commented, is comprised of the once 
idyllic utopians, who, in their 
disappointment, have turned to 
repression and terror 

“The modern American conservative,” 
said Kirk, “is attempting to revive the 
moral imagination.” Although he cannot 
agree that man is basically good, the 
conservative can subscribe to the thought 
that although “the individual is foolish, 
the species is wise.” 

This wisdom must be utilized to create 
“a healthy tension between claims for 
both order and freedom, both in the 
individual and in the civil-social order. If 
the balance is overthrown, injustice 
triumphs.”Society must have the elements 
of both stability and progressions. The 
former alone will produce stagnation; the 
latter uncontrollable change. 

“Conservatisim,” Kirk concluded, “is 
not an ideology or a dogma. It is a way of 
looking at human existence.” 

We must retrace our steps,” he heeded, 
“or perish.” Kirk did not explain whether 
he meant we were to retrace the mistakes 
as well 
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who spoke on the oppression of the “Gay 


Woman.” She has recently published a 
book on the suppression of sexual 
activity and explained that the gay 


woman, like the woman on welfare, is 
doubly oppressed. As she puts it, 
“Women are oppressed as lesbians and 
lesbians are oppressed as women.” 

Next to speak was Terry Taylor, a 
secretary at SSC. She brought to the 
attention of the gathered students the 
fact that SSC secretaries are not given 
maternity leave. A_ secretary who 
becomes pregnant must leave at the end

All those interested in participating are urged to 
attend the meeting at noon today in the La Playa 
Room. 
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About one third of the young men examined for military service are 
found to be medically unfit and are placed in class I-Y or IV-F. Class 
IV-F is for young men who are unfit for military service at any time. 
Young men with less severe defects are placed in class I-Y and will be 
available for service should Congress declare war or a national 
emergency. 

A local board, with the help of its medical advisor, has the authority 
to disqualify registrants with obvious defects. However, the vast 
majority of rejections take place at the pre-induction physical 
examination or the physical inspection (given on induction day). Both 
of these examinations are cursory and defects are often overlooked. 
Consequently, both the draft laws and Army regulations request 
examinees to submit evidence of disqualifying defects. 

Family doctors often ask if their documentation should take any 
special form. The general rule is that the doctor should describe the 
defect in language which is as close as possible to that used in the 
official list of disqualifying defects. The letter should describe relevant 
medical history and make a positive diagnosis. Finally, if possible, the 
doctor should clearly state that the vigors of military life will endanger 
the health of the registrant. 

One copy of the documentation should be retained for the registrant’s 
own file and the original should be brought to the physical examination 
Station. In addition, be sure to send a copy of the documentation to 
your local board with a letter requesting the I-Y or IV-F deferment. 

A recent court case emphasizes the importance of sending a copy of 
the documentation to the local board. A registrant named Ford had 
been found fit at a preinduction examination. He then sent two letters 
to his board—one from his family doctor and the other from a 
psychiatrist. They indicated that Ford was “deeply disturbed with 


neurotic depression’ and anxiety, and was a chronic user of drugs ° 
[marijuana], that induction might have ‘severely destructive results,” , 


and that further psychotherapy was being arranges.” 

The clerk at the registrant’s local board merely forwarded the letters 
to the physical examination station. The station conducted a 
psychiatric interview and found ,the registrant fit and he was ordered 
for induction. At no time did the registrant's local board consider the 
merits of the doctors’ letters 

The registrant refused induction, was convicted, and appealed to the 
Court of Appeals for the First Circuit, which has jurisdiction over 
Massachusetts, Maine, New Hampshire, Rhode Island, and Puerto Rico 
The court reversed the registrant's conviction 

The court based its decision upon a recent decision by the Supreme 
Court, Mulloy vs. United States. That case held that. “Where a 
registrant makes nonfrivolous allegations of facts that have not been 
previously considered by his board and that, if true, would be sufficient 
under-the [draft laws] to warrant granting the sequested classification, 
the board must reopen the registrant's classification unless the truth of 
these new allegations is conclusively refuted by other reliable 
information in the regiastant’s file.” When a board reopens a 
classification, it must consider the new evidence and classify the 
registrant anew. The registrant will then be sent a new Notice of 
Classification. He may then request a personal appearance and an 
appeal 

In Ford’s case, thé allegations in the doctors’ letters were clearly not 
frivolous. The information was new to the board. There was no 
evidence in the file to refute the claim and, under the list of 
disqualifying defects, the letters, it true, would warrant a I-Y or IV-F 
classification. The Court, therefore, found that the board had acted 
illegally when it failed to consider the doctors’ letters and reopen 
Ford’s classification. Ford’s induction order was, therefore, illegal and 
he could not be convicted of refusing to obey an illegal order 

This decision is extraurdinary because the common practice of local 
boards has been -to send medical evidence to the examining station 
without evaluating it themselves. They may very wel) follow such a 
procedure in your case. Such a practice is, at least in the First Circuit, 
illegal. If your board follows the practice in your case, you should 
consider consulting an attorney. 

The First Circuit's decision may set a guiding precedent that other 
circuit courts will follow. Then all registrants will have a valuable 
weapon to use agaipst local boards which develop their own expedient 
methods of avoiding the law
